ANTIOQUIA.—We have two new atrocities from this state, each uglier than any stamp 
which hus preceded it. ‘The design in each case. is head of liberty to l ft, with CORREOS above 
and DE ANTIOQUIA below. In the 5c, the head is in circle, while the 10c. has the same profile 
inanarched rectangle. ‘The stamps are lithographed on white paper, and are unperforated.

BHOPAL.—We are informed by the Record, that this state has gone back to the rectan- 
gular design, and issued a new sheet of 4 annua stamp printed in blue-gray, which is a little 
worse than anything heretofore used in the state; there isa mistake in spelling, more or less 
important, in every one of the 32 stanips composing the sheet. 


BRAZIL.—This country, failing to produce anything in the way of a portrait, that could 
compare with the stamps in use in the countries around it, has gone back to a plain figure 
as the central design on its stamp, as wil! be seen by the above engraving. We also have a 
hundred reis stamp of the same desizn with the word THESOURO in place of ‘ correos?” 
the former word stands for treasury We are informed by our correspondent, that it is 
an official, otherwise, we should have supposed it to be a fiscal stamp.

British Guiana.—The design of the 1c. adhesive stamp, has been printed on manilla

NortH BornEO.—The stamp lately chronicled for this place has been surcharged to do 
duty for 8 cents, and two high values have also been issued, both being large and attractive 
stamps.

ORANGE StTaTE.—The series of this State is rapidly augmenting. We now have to note 
a new value of the same design and a change of color.

PeRAK.—The last issued 2 cents of Strait Settlements surcharged PERAK in black block 
letters has been received.

Prerv.—While the issues of this country are undoubtedly of very great interest and are 
eagerly sought after by collectors, it is well for them to be on their guard against false sur- 
charges which have been manufactured to meet the demand. Peru surcharges may be 
divided into three classes: First, those placed on'‘tho stamps by the Peruvian Government 
to indicate their admission to the Universal Postal Union. Second, those with the arms of 
the Chilians surcbarged on the Peruvian stamps captured by their forces, being the only 
labels good for postage in the places held by them (towards the last, regular Chilian stamps 
were used in a few places). Third, the stamps issued by the Peruvians after they had re- 
gained possession of the postal administration. These were surcharged with a triangle en- 
closing a blazing sun above the word PERu. This was struck on any stamps that could be 
procured by the government, and simply indicated that the present administration had 
received payment for the stamps, and had the effect of making the large quantities of 
stamps in the hands of the Chilians worthless for postal purposes. There wre three varieties 
of this surcharge, one having the points of the triangle terminating with a foliated orna- 
ment, another plain with double inside line, while the third has a small ornament on the 
inside line. We are unable to say if they were issued simultaneously, we saw the plain 
triangle first and the foliated one a few weeks after. We annex a list of all the stamps we 
have seen witb this surcharge, and although we have not seen all varieties on each it is 
likely they all exist.

With what a burst of applause the entry 
of the Fairy Queen was received when she was lowered to the stage by a hair, and the young lady 
read the tale of the sufferings of poor Cinderella. Then the scene changed to the cave of the 
Kobolds, and the little card characters were seen in the performance of the work necessary for 
getting the fire ready to make the little glass slippers. This is finally accomplished while a 
chant is being sung back of stage; but we have not time to recount all of the changes of scene, 
from the kitchen to the ballroom, and from there to the castle court-yard, where the gorgeous 
equipage of Cinderella is suddenly transformed to the big pumpkin, and the poor frightened 
mice, rats and lizards. We left as pleased with our evening’s entertainment as if we hail at- 
tended a concert conducted by grown people.” s
